Rome Police Shoot Strikers. 
Rome, 
March 
11.— Many 
strikers 
were wounded and one is reported to 
have been killed in a fight with the 
police in the vicinity of the building 
occupied by the ministry of the in­ 
terior. 
The mounted policemen fired 
volleys Into the crowd. The workmen, 
who were on general strike, decided to 
return to work. 


I 


Chicago, March 11.— Henry Batter, 
who was employed as a private detec­ 
tive by the operators in the copper 
district during the strike, told the con­ 
gressional 
investigating 
committee, 
meeting in Chicago, that private de­ 
tectives hired by mining companies 
mingled with the strikers and insulted 
the miners and their wives; how they 
“ shot up" the nomes of union workers 
and incited the miners to rioting. 
Charles H. Moyer, president of the 
Western 
Federation of Miners, re­ 
peated his offer to withdraw the fed­ 
eration from the strike in the copper 
district of Michigan and allow the 
men now on a strike to settle their 
controversy with the operators in any 
manner they saw fit. 
LJe Nad been 
called brfore the congressional in­ 
vestigating committee to tell what he 
knew of the situation and the attack 
upon himself and his deportation De­ 
cember 26. 
The story of the attack 
upon Mr. Moyer as told to the com­ 
mission was the same story he told 
in Chicago December 27 as he lay in t 
St. Luke's hospital suffering from a 
bullet whnnd and from brttises. 
Batter was employed as a private 
detective 
by 
the 
Asher 
Detective 
agency of New Y'ork. 
He said that 
he was in charge of the 200 private 
detectives sent to Michigan to break 
up the strike. 
“ W e were all given revolvers and 
clubs an hour before our train reached 
Calumet,’’ said the witness. 
“ It was 
understood 
that 
we should 
harass, 
taunt and go among the strikers in 
order to create rioting and thus put 
the blame upon the striking miners,” 
continued the private detective. 
Batter said that he had been en­ 
gaged by private detective agencies 
for seven years and hired out as a 
strikebreaker. 
The witness described how the pri­ 
vate detectives would mingle among 
the striking miners and create dis- j 
turbances in order to break up the j 
parades and incite rioting “ so that 
the Michigan National Guards could 
use their bayonets in disbanding the 
union men’s parades.” , 
“ W e would not hesitate to insult 
women in order to create this trou­ 
ble.” said Batter. 
“ I remember one 
*ight, when everything was quiet and 
peaceful and the miners were in their 
homes and making no demonstrations, 
one of our men— a private detective 
called Curry— came up to 
me and 
said: 
‘I guess I ’ll shoot up one of the 
miners’ homes.’ 
In a few minutes I 
saw him fire several shots through a 
cottage owned by Mrs. Benson.”
